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IMMIGRATION SHEDS. 

The attention of the departiuent of agri- 
culture and immigration is respectfully call 
edto thefact that there 1s certain to bea 
large influx of people to the Edmonton dis 
trict this season; that many of them may 
and doubtless will be people who have no 
more money than they have use for; thatit 
is usual for the government to provide 
temporary accommodation for such people 
in buildings called immigrant sheds and to 
provide them with the services of an othcer 
who is known as an immizia ‘ion agent, wh: se 
duty it is to give them all possible informa- 
tion and assistance towards reaching their 
locations, that no such buildiays exist at 
Edmonton or anywhere in the Vicinity nor 
is there any such officer appointed; that such 
buildings will not build themselves nor will | 
men be found to act as iinmigration agents , 
without pay, und that if it is the 
desire of the so called 
agriculture and = iminigration to do 
anything to assist the immigration 
spoken of it would be weil that it should 
manifest it by preparing at onve for the « pec. 
tion of such building, so that itamay bo ready 
for use by the inimigrants who come early in 
the spring and who will need it more than 
those who come afterwards, The appvint- | 
ment ofan immigration agent is not so! 
necessary as the erection of the building, but! 
as the government is doubtless tard pressed | 
to find berths for its euthusiastic supporters 
it will probably be thankful for the inforina- 
tion above given, and will alxo see the neces 
sity of crecting the building beforethe de- 
sirable appointment can be made.

422,502, which divided equally amongst 
the 26 electoral districts allows each one 
about $870 tor the half year, Had it vot been 
for the wreat shortage in school funds which 
compelled the taking of $10,000 of local pub 
lic works money for school purposes there 
would have been nearly $400 per district 
nore, or $1,270 in all, available for public 
works in each district. In laying this st. te- 
nent before the assembly Mr, Haultain ob- 
jected strongly co the present system of ex:

The Winnipeg Grain exchange publishes 
the following suggestions to farmers, regard. 
ing the prevention of smut in Wheat: 
‘Choose the best and soundest seed you can 
procure, and soak it for ten minutes in brine 
of the ordinary strength used for pickling 
pork (that is in which an egg or potato wil 
float), stir the seed Well and skim off the light 
grains, smut balls and dirt, Which rise to the 
surface, Then.take out the seed and im: 
merse in a golutiol Composed of one pound 
of bluestone, digsolved in @ pailful of warm 
water, (for eve five bushels of seed to be 
treated). The seed may be Placed .in a bas- 
ket or sack and plunged into the bluestone 
mixture, where it should be kept until every 
grain has been thoroughly wetted, Now, 
drain the seed, 274 dust it with lime until 
the grains are white, and they will dry quick- 
ly, while germination will be greatly assist- 
ed.” There igno doubt that throughout the 
Northwest, from Winnipeg to Kimo. ton, 
there a tendency Of wheat to duxenerate ty 
smut. This tendeney has not been @uaided 


against carefully and yenerally in the past | 


nnd the consequence is. that the immense 
crop of the present year is very seriouslyde- 
preciated in value. In the Edmontondistrict, 
because farming bas been carried on longer 
here than in any Other part Of the country, 
farmers knew the danger of smut and the 


careful ones have always guarded against it | 


aa fully as possible, by nike only sound 
healthy seed, or by liming or bluestoning the 
grain before sowing. So that while Kdmon- 
ton still turns out too large a proportion of 
smutty grain, it pas probably less of it than 
most other district#. The cool and convine- 
ing argument of lower market prices;demon- 
strate clearly the disadvantage of growing 
smut, but the cause Or Causes of the disease 
are not so well knoWn and neither has an in- 
fallable cure been found forit. Because the 
eause and cure are not certainly known, 
many farmers do not think it worth while to 
apply the remedy suggested by the Winnipeg 
grain exchange, But that is not sound “po: 
licy. If in a majority of cases liming or blue 
stoning, or both, are necessary, and if in a 
majority of cases they prevent smut, that 
should be sufficient grounds for the careful 
and enterprising farmer to take action upon, 
Those who were in Manitoba in the early '70's 
may remember thé beautiful wheat that was 


grown in the Red river settlement—when the | 
grasshoppers permitted. Ithad been grown 


without change of seed, change of land, rota- 
tion of crop, or manure, for five, ten, twenty 
or perhaps even thirty years, end yet i was 
perfectly free from #iut, But those farmers 
would as soon think of sowing without piow. 
ing their land as without liming their wheat, 
as a preventative of smut, What was found 
to be necessary in the Red river is just as ne. 
cessy throughout the Northwest, and what 
was found to be a #UMcient remedy there is 
likely to be a esuffictent remedy anywhere 
else,
